WORST FLOOD KNOWN. 


Youngstown, O, Jan. 23—"Water this

SHE KNEW A SERIOUS SECRET

TALLY INJURED. 


BUILDING 21 STORIES IN HEIGHT 


Occupants Looked Down on Firemen 


Who on 60 Foot Ladders-Fought 


Fire or. Lower Floors. 


Chicago, Jan. 23.—Fire started in the 


Masonic Temple building at State and 
Randolph streets at 12:10 this after- 
noon. T?:o suites on the third Hoar, 
occupied by T.. Freelander & Son, deal- 
ers in X-ray appliances, are burning, 
and the flames are extending ranidly. 
The cr.gin of the fire is said to have 
been from an explosion ot an X--av 
machine. A panic ensued among the 
5,000 tenants of the structure, which is 
twenty-one stories high. Men, women 
and children fled to the elevators and 
down the stairways. Some ran down 
eighteen stories to the ground floor. 
Tne fire spread to the fourth floor un- 
til the interior of ten rooms 
we^e 


burning. The smokfi and gaseous air 
swept ,o~er into the corridors iu such 
•volumes that elevator service was put 
out of operation and people ceased to 
use the stairways. On 1he sixteenth, 
seventeenth and eighteenth stories 
tenants and their clerks and stenogra- 
phers closed the doors and opened the 
windows, watching the firemen below 
a.1 work. They are marooned in their 
offices until the smoke escapes from 
the Ventilators on the roof of 
the 


building. Several women nave swoon- 
ed from fright, Trit have been taken 
care of by the various office forces. On 
sixty-foot ladders the firemen are now 
-playing on the flames. 


Artf~ an hour's hard work the fire 


was subdued with a loss of 
S^O.OOO. 


Several people were slightly injured, 
no one fatallv.

Cleveland Banker Steals 


$200,000 to Speculate 


Q. A. Rose's Statement Followed by 


Failure of Institution 


For Years Honored Citizen Had Gambled in Grain 


Market With People's Cash-Will Confess in 


Court and Go to Prison at Once. 


Cleveland, 0., Jan. 23.—George C- 


Rose, the defaulting cashier of 
the 


Froduee Exchange bank, was indicted 
on three counts today for e~bcx;;!e- 
ment. He will be tried Monday. The 
Cleveland Trust company, which took 
over the business of the Produce Ex- 
change bank, announced today that it 
was ready to pay twenty per cent to 
depositors of the defunct bank at once. 
The depositors will lose nothing. 


Cleveland, O.. Jan. 23—The Prcxluce 


Exchange BanUing Company has clos- 
ed its doors anJ made an assignment 
to the Cleveland Trust company for 
;he benefit of its creditors. 


This action followed the confession 


to the directors that the cashier. Goo. 
A. Rose, was a defaulter for nearly 
$200,000. They did not and would no: 
believe their bank had been so com- 
pletely looted until they lieard 
the 


confession from Rose. 


Rose made the confession becatise. 


as he stated, he was not able longer to 
carry the weight of guilt. It is possible 
his confession was hurried by the an- 
nouncement that the legislature is en- 
gaged in passing a bill for the careful 
inspection of the ?tate banks, and that 
he realized he was .hopelessly involved 
and his story could not much longer 
be hidden. 


He called in President W. H-. Gabriel 


cf the bank and told him there was T 
shortage of SIST.'OOO. as nearly as his 
memoranda indicated, and that he had 
lost every cert of It by gambling in 
Chicago grain. 


Rose had been with the bank almost 


from the date of its opening. He had 
held a position of honor and trust and 
liad been trusted wholly by the officers 
of the bank, and regarded as an honest 
man and a good banker. 


Oeonre A. Rose has been with 
the 


bank almost from its organization, and 
has been cashier for many years. Ac- 
cording to his own confession he has 
been taking mor.ev almost from tho 
time he began there, but $100.000 had 
been taken during the past 18 months. 


His first touch was a few thousand 


dollars and'"it went into speculation in 
Chicago wheat. He lost, tried again 
and lest 
Being in the hole he t^ok 


more in the hope of getting even, and 
finally made a big hi! and was almost 
square. Then no made a coup, as he 
1 bought, and was going to get enough 
mr.ney to repay his pilferings and havi 
a fortur.p besides. Ho lost that turn 
and found himself indebted to the banl- 
for more than $. 
/>".Oftfi. He ha-1 evolved 


a skillful wav of covering his steal- 
ings by falsifying the discounts and 
collateral loans, and he kept this de- 
ception up for mor» than oigM yean- 
without b^ing once under suspicion.

It has remained for Florida to take 


the lead for Roosevelt. As will

seen by news dispatches the primary 
elections held in Florida on Wednes- 
day have resulted in a complete vic- 
tory for the President.

The action of the Nebraska Republi-

Convention, after the manner decide.! 
on in Ohio, is generally accepted at 
Washington as a blow to Roosevelt. 
The President's followers were veiy 
anxious to have the Nebraska cornen- 
tion held in March, but the Hanna, In- 
fluences were in control and put it off 
until the 18th of May. 


The contention between the Roose- 


velt and Hanna leaders :s becoming 
more distinctly marked every day and 
both sides are beginning to show then- 
hands. The Roosevelt program is to 
hold all the State Conventions as oar- 
Iv as possible, while the Hanna plan 
has be°n decided npQn to hold these 
conventions at as late a day as possi- 
ble before thp meeting of the National 
Convention at Chicago. Hanna set the 
pattern for a late convention in Ohio, 
and this has be^n followed by Ne- 
braska, whe-e Roosevelt's wishes were 
turned down cold.

PRESIDENT KELLAR 


Of Newark School Board Talks of School Government 


and What the State Legislature Now in Session 


Ought to Do This Winter. 


i 


Attorney D. M. Keller, president of 


the Newark board of. education- is a 
most interesting talker on all matters 
pertaining to the administration oi' the 
schools, and the need of certain legis- 
lation for the betterment of the edu- 
cational system in Ohio. 


The passage of the municipal cods 


in the late summer of 1902 left 
the 


boards ot education in a chaotic state, 
as the legislature that passed it had 
been called into extraordinary session 
for that purpose alone, adjourned 
av 


soon as it had made a law of the bill 
regulating the government of cities 
and villages. It was said at the time 
that the next legislature, which con- 
\ened this month, would attend Lo the 
school ques'tion, and at last sprijg's 
election there were no members of 
school beards elected, the incumbeu s 
at that time holding over. 


'"I have been awaiting with great in- 


terest the introduction of some edu- 
cational legislation in the Ohio le ;!3- 
lature," said 
Mr. Keller Saturday 


morning, "but so far I have not seen 
that any bills of importance have come 
before that body. This is a c-estio.i 
of paramount importance and should 
receive the attention of the lawmautis 
of Ohio at once. There have l/een -sev- 
eral plans oi'tlined for the sow/u- 
ment of Ohio's schools, which I nave 
understood were to be introduced with 
the purpose of having them given In 3 
panction of law, but so far thev have 
never seen the light One of the?e I 
Know was that of Commissioner L. D. 
Bonebrake, while another is that of 
the educators themselves, which in- 


cludes the superintcii'U'iits acd teach- 
ers' associations of the btaU'. 


"The plan favored bj the educator: 


is the Cleveland plan, which makes cue 
school board small in numbers, ap- 
points a superintend* tit and delegate^ 
to him absolute auihority in hi-ii 
and discharging all t< .tellers. This lat- 
ter feature I am opposed to trail 
ably and I hardly think it necessary to 
slate my objections. To give one man 
such power, without < run the right ot 
confirmation by some higher author- 
ity, is not to be thought of, in my opin- 
ion. I am in favor ol small boards, 
and think lor a town like Newark ibe 
plan of electing a number from ca.c'i 
ward and three at larsjo is a very ue- 
feirable 
one. 


"Another thing the Ohio legislative 


bhould make possible by law is more 
latitude in the issuing of bonds by 
boards of education. The situation in 
thib" city today is one which makes a 
conclusive argument m favor of niy 
contention. 
At present the Newark 


schools are overcrowded 
and 
more 


room is needed. There should be more 
buildings, but the board cannot build 
Ihem lor want of funds. 


"Under the present law we may is- 


sue bonds to an amount ecual to a 
5-inn produced by two mills on the dol- 
lar of valuation on the tax duulicate, 
which rmount to about 515,000 per 
3 ear. This is not enough to build ar 
eight-room building. v.hirh costs be- 
t\\ een $20,000 and $25.000. We are cou- 
sc^ueTiir forced to build a four-room 
building that can be added to as we 
get the money."
